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For critics of the President and the 
Army, it is the fashion to describe the 
eviction of the bonus mare hers in Wash- 
ington as “bloody Thursday.” The only 
man killed was killed by a policeman; 
it was the police who suffered a few 
easualties. After the Army intervened, 
not a man was killed. One man claimed 
his ear was sliced off by a sabre, which 
is ridiculous, for a sabre’s edge is blunt 
and has no cutting power. There were 
bruises, of course—riots are no pink tea 
affair—and there were a few who suf- 
fered from the effects of tear gas. Gen- 
eral MacArthur, who was in command of 
the manoeuvre (it was nothing more), 
was gassed himself by a bomb thrown 
by a policeman. To disintegrate a mass 
of some seven or eight thousand men, 
excited and ugly, egged on by commu- 
nists, and start them moving out in an 
orderly manner, and to do this delicate 
job without the loss of a single life, and 
with a force half of that of the police 
available—that is an achievement which 
because expected by the country receives 
little comment. Those who quote with 
satisfaction the acid comments upon our 
conduct made by British and German 
newspapers might at the same time re- 
eall that in India hundreds have been 
killed and wounded and hardly a day 
has passed without reports of six or 
seven killings in Germany.

To the Regular Services, the Washing- 
ton incident was merely a demonstration 
of what every member of it knows—that 
orders given by the Commander-in-chief 
will be obeyed with loyalty and exacti- 
tude. With Lincolnesque patience, the 
President kept hands off the unlawful 
assemblage which threatened the capital 
not oniy with disorder but with pestil- 
ence. Then he acted as required by law. 
Consideration shown by General Glass- 
ford, chief of police, was interpreted as 
weakness, and the inevitable consequence 
of his policy was the clash, which re- 
sulted in the murder of a policeman and 
the death of a veteran. General Glass- 
ford claims he did not advise the use of 
troops; General Crosby and the other 
members of the Board of District Com- 
missioners say he did. General Glass- 
ford is quoted as saying that General 
MacArthur was ordered merely to assist 
him, and that General MacArthur pro- 
ceeded without consultation with him. 
I prefer to believe General Glassford 
was misquoted; for I know of numerous 
conferences during the day, the exchange 
of views between them, and General 
MacArthur’s denial of a request of the 
police head for the troops to evict men 
from private property. General MacAr- 
thur confined his operations to the clear- 
ing of government reservations; he con- 
ceived it to be the duty of the police 
themselves to eject unlawful occupants 
of private buildings. In short, the Army, 
under its Chief of Staff, confined its 
efforts to those things which were strict- 
ly of federal government concern. What 
it did it did with humaneness, and with 
the most patient scrupulousness to pre-

Admiral Pratt Defends Battleship 


Williamstown, Mass.— Admiral Wil- 
liam Veazie Pratt, Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations, in an address to the conference 
on limitation of naval armaments at the 
Institute of Politics, July 29, declared 
that parity with Great Britain would 
give the United States the balance of 
power in any war that threatened to be- 
come a world war. 

“At any moment,” he said, England 
may be drawn into a continental war. 
With parity in our hands, we become 
practically the balance of power in any 
war threatening to become a world war. 
not that we can stop the war when once 
it has started, but we can limit its dura- 
tion and extent, and might even prevent 
its starting by throwing our influence 
one way or the other. 

“The key to any further great advance 
in the problem of limitation of naval 
armament lines,” he said, “is the abo- 
lition of the submarine, not the abo- 
lition of the battleship. 

“So far as can be determined the pres- 
ent building policy of the Navy is sound, 
and the types in use now and under 
construction should be continued. From 
time to time adjustments and changes 
are made, as in the case of the flying 
on and off deck on the cruiser type, but 
in broad terms, there still appears to 
be need for battleships, aircraft carriers, 
cruisers, destroyers, and submarines. 
The gravest danger which confronts us 
is the persistent drive on the part of 
pacifist groups and those who do -not 
wish to spend the money, to discredit the 
battleship. 

“If you wish to break the power of our 
fleet and reduce it so that it become al- 
most impotent to do its work properly 
overseas, do away with the battleship 
type. It is a safe assertion to make that 
all persons not technical naval men, who 
state that the battleship is obsolete, do 
so with motives disassociated from naval 
efficiency in mind, or they do not know 
what they are talking about.” 

The irreducible minimum of American 
naval power, Admiral Pratt said, should 
be “that relative force, equal in size to 
the greatest other naval force. composed 
of the necessary types, sufficient in num- 
bers to permit of essential fleet training 
during peace-time in the problems which 
would confront them in a national emer- 
gency, and to afford an adequate com- 
batant nucleus around which all naval 
forces could rally in case of war.” 

Admiral Pratt’s remarks were in reply

Discuss Use of Army in 


Domestic Disturbance 


(The use of troops to quell the recent 
disturbances in Washington was not 
only clearly called for under three se- 
parate United States statutes, but under 
the laa, there was nothing else for the 
President to do. In view of the discus- 
sion aroused over the actiow and the 
criticism heard in some quarters, the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL publishes the 
following article on the use of the Army 
in domestic disorders.) 


Generally speaking, the times when, 
the conditions under which, and the 
manner in which federal troops may be 
used in domestic disturbances are hedged 
about by laws. On the other hand, the 
use of National Guard, when not in the 
federal service, in such cases usually is 
left to the judgment and discretion of 
their commanding officer, the governor 
of the state. So, too, the National 
Guard, when not in the federal service, 
frequently operates in a martial law 
situation, while at no time in the his- 
tory of our country have federal troops 
operated in a federal martial law situa- 
tion in the United States except during 
and as an adjunct of a state of actual 
war. 

The nature of domestic disturbance 
duty is most varied, running the gamut 
from guarding maii sacks, to what prac- 
tictlly amounts to actual warfare. But 
a sentry or two may be required—and 
again a command sufficient for a general 
officer. It may comprehend guarding a 
person or property for a few hours; co- 
operating with the civil authorities, state 
or federal, for weeks; or, in some special 
cases, complete control by the military. 

There is no duty more distasteful at 
times, or more unpopular; no duty 
which requires a keener knowledge of 
human nature, a stronger control of 
men, a broader understanding of the 
attributes of command, or a higher de- 
gree of intelligence. It has been said 
that: 

“All our lives long, every day and 
every hour, we are engaged in the 
process of accommodating * * * our- 
selves to * * * our * * * surroundings ; 
living, in fact, is nothing else than 
this process of accommodation.” 

This process of accommodating one’s 
self to his surroundings, of adapting 
one’s self and his actions to the situa- 
tion, as it were, is nowhere more difficult 
than in domestic disturbance duty. 

The troops are not dealing with a for- 
eign enemy, but with members of our 
own family who have become obstreper- 
ous. The restoration of order is their 
mission, but that mission must be ac- 
@omplished with the least destruction of 
property or loss of life. At no other 
time will a cool head, a calm judgment, 
a keen sense of justice, play a more im- 
portant role. Frequently the situation 
will demand the bravery of a soldier, 
the skill of a statesman, and the finesse 
of a diplomat. It can make or break a 
eareer in a time for public opinion 
stands in judgment. 

Primarily the Army is .a wartime 
agency, but it seems a bit singular to 
have a comparatively strong, well or- 
ganized and disciplined a body at hand

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Newspaper Editors Comment on Expulsion of B. E. F. F roni’Washington 


Editorial comment upon the expulsion of the Bonus Expeditionary Force from 
Washington by troops, supports President Hoover in taking the action. Aside 
from two newspaper chains and some independent newspapers who normally are 
prone to condemn the President, the vast majority of newspapers take the view 
that the calling of troops was the only thing to do under the circumstances. A 
number of editors praise the conduct of the Army in handling a difficult situation. 





“None who read the news dispatches of the breaking up and dispersal of the 
bonus marchers in Washington can but reflect on the bulwark of security furnished 
by our relatively small but very efficient army,’ comments the Newport News, Va., 
Daily Press. 

“The army, political base-ball, target of economy-bent politicians, objective of 
pacifist attack, functions as the bulwark of internal order as it does as the defense 
against externa! attack. It functions quietly, inconspicuously and unostentatiously, 
but always effectively and efficiently. It is a source of tremendous security. The 
effective demonstration in Washington on Thursday of its ability to step into a 
situation that threatened serious consequences to civil law and order, was a fair 
demonstration of its peace-time worth. 

“We can well ask ourselves the question, ‘Had we had no army on which to 
fall back in the emergency, what would have been the outcome? Each thinking 
citizen can supply his own answer.” 





“Why was it necessary, after these two months of successful handling of the 
veterans, to begin suddenly using troops to save the nation from Communists and 
criminal characters and mob law,” asks the Baltimore Sun. 

“And pending a satisfactory answer to that question, may we suggest that 
somebody somewhere in Washington clap an official hand over the mouth of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, chief of staff. That gentleman, who sent all the way to Fort 
Myer for a uniform, so that he could be properly garbed for a military operation 
which could have been carried out by a colonel and a few men armed with tear 
bombs, is*anburdening himself of military romanticism undefiled, bare of the tiniest 
alloy of common ‘sense. 

“* * * A handful of forlorn men, of so little economic power that they had to 
dive on handouts; of so little political power that Congress turned on its heel and 
left them sitting in their hovels; of so little military power that actually a few tear 
bombs sent them scurrying into the light from their wretched shelters. These 
were the ‘insurrectionists’ who were to endanger the nation and menace civiliza- 
tion. What bosh!” 





“Everybody has been patient with the veterans who have gone to Washington 
on what was from the outset a foolish and a bootless trek,” states the Newport, 
R. L., Daily News. 

“The outbreak which occurred Thursday should not be allowed to be repeated. 
Those radical agitators who have apparently been in control of the remnant of the 
‘marchers’ should be properly punished for the incitement of riot and bloodshed.” 


“Action of the United States Government in evicting the bonus army from the 
encampments in Washington was unfortunate, even lamentable, but necessary,” 
the Rochester Times-Union declares. No government can permit its authority to 
be flouted and it must be remembered that the government of the city of Washington 
is a part of the Federal structure. * * * 

“The troops appear to have acted with energy but without brutality in execut- 
ing their orders. The actions of the bonusers themselves had made the issuing of 
these orders imperative.” 





“From the beginning of the invasion of Washington by the veterans the men 
most blameworthy were members of Congress who not only cringed before the 
political threat but inflamed it,” the New York J'imes states. * * * It is consoling 
to set the fact that the larger part of Congress either approves the resolute action 
which President Hoover finally took, or is ashamed or afraid to attack it. Press 
opinion, accurately reflecting public opinion, has been almost unanimous in holding 
up the hands of Mr. Hoover.” 





“There is nothing surprising even though much to regret in the sad tragedy 
that occurred in Washington, Thursday, when came a clash between U. S. troops 
and Washington city police and the band of veteran forces demanding special 
legislation at the national capital,” states the Bremerton, Wash., Searchlight. “The 
unusual circumstance is that an encounter did not occur before. * * * 

“There are just two elements responsible for the Washington trouble and its 
most unfortunate demonstration. First to be blamed are those men cloaked with 
authority who by word and other encouragement spurred desperate forces to law 
breaking. Radicals who have pointed a way for the bonus army to act in conflict 
with law and order; men of authority who have counselled force and attempted 
to distort fact and propriety are the real’ offenders.” 





“Cavalry at the White House and tanks and machine guns in the streets of 
Washington are not pleasant spectacles.” the Boston Herald says, “but it was 
evident that the riffraff mob would not understand argument any milder. To look 
upon these men as representative Americans or to consider the incidents of yester- 
day as an ominous sign of a deep-seated social unrest is absurd.” 








“No other course was possible for the government,” the St. Louis Globe Demo- 
crat comments. “It had either to act, and to act decisively, or to submit to the 
dictates of what had become a lawless mob. No government could retain its self- 
respect or the respect of the people that would permit such defiance of its authority 
as was displayed by these men.” 





The Birmingham Age-Herald states: “The bloody collision between veterans 
and police in Washington is surprising only because it has been so long delayed. 
* * * The truth is that the only way to have met the threat inherent in this march 
on Washington was in vigorous opposition from the authorities when the movement 
first took form. * * * There was never any excuse for this attempt to frighten 
Congress into granting the bonus by the sheer massing of petitioners.”

Clarifies Pay Questions 

More than a hundred officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps who be- 
came due for promotion prior to the first 
of July will receive the increased pay 
of their higher rank under a decision 
rendered by the Comptroller General this 
week, as to the effect of the “pay freeze” 
provision in the Economy Act. 


Presented with two test cases, one in- 
volving an officer who made his number 
in June but was not confirmed until the 
following month, and the other in which 
the officer was confirmed before the end 
of the last fiscal year, but did not receive 
his commission until sometime in July, 
Comptroller McCar! ruled that ‘the promo- 
tion should be considered as being made as 
of the date it became due, and that there- 
fore the section of the Economy Act pro- 
hibiting any increase of compensation 
during the fiscal year 1932 by reason of 
promotion or length of service, was in- 
applicable. 

The question was submitted for a rul- 
ing by the Navy Department sometime 
ago and the officers involved have been 
awaiting his decision with some anxiety, 
inasmuch as the amount of the increase 
was considerable in some cases. The de- 
lay, it is said, was due to the fact that 
the Navy Department's request for a 
ruling was lost in the General Account- 
ing Office and duplicate papers had to 
be furnished. 

In another decision announced this 
week the Comptroller held that officers 
of the Naval Reserve, whose total com- 
pensation is limited by law to less than 
$1,000 a year are not subject to the 81% 
pay cut, even though the rate of com- 
pensation is in excess of that figure. In 
the same ruling he held that the Act of 
May 7, 1932, authorizing advancement in 
rank on the retired list of warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men who served dur- 
ing the World War or the Spanish Amer- 
ican War, does not bring retired en- 
listed men under the pay cut in the 
Feonomy Act. This decision. involving 
several other points was announced as 








follows in the General Accounting Offi- 
cer’s daily synopsis of decisions: 

“A-43204. (8S) Economy Act—Fleet Na- 
val Reserve—Retired Pay of Military 
Personnel. 

“All officers of the Fleet Naval Re- 
serve whose maximum rate of compen- 
sation for armory drills, including pay 
for attending drills or other appropriate 
duty, for administrative functions, or for 
uniform gratuity, can not exceed $1,000 
per annum because of the limitations of 
the statute under which such payments 
are authorized, are exempt from the pro- 
visions of the Economy Act. 

“Since the act of May 7, 1932, 47 Stat. 
150, authorizing advancement in rank 
on the retired list of warrant officers and 
enlisted men who served during the 
World War or the Spanish-American 
War, does not affect pay status, it may 
be disregarded in applying the provisions 
of the Economy Act. 

“When reducing retired pay as _ re- 
quired by section 106 of the Economy 
Act, that of enlisted men entitled to re- 
tired pay of warrant officers because of 
commissioned service during the World 
War should not be reduced below the 
amount they would have received had 
they only enlisted service. 

“As the retired leader of the Naval 
Academy Band is assimilated to a com- 
missioned officer for the purpose of pay, 
his retired pay is required to be re- 
duced under the terms of section 106 of 
the Economy Act. 

“When a retired enlisted man of the 
Navy also is a retired emergency officer. 
his retired pay and allowances should 
be paid by the Navy Department as here- 
tofore, and the Veterans’ Administration, 
charged with paying him an amount 
which. when added to his retired pay 
and allowances as an enlisted man will 
equal 75 per centum of the pay he was 
entitled to receive when discharged from 
his World War commissioned service 
(except pay under the act of May 18, 
1820), should make a reduction in that 
amount equal to 814 per cent of the pay 
he was entitled to receive when dis- 
charged from his commissioned service. 
“Section 201 of the Economy Act does 





not preclude payment of the allowance 
of $15.75 a month either to fleet naval 
reservists who are retired upon the com- 
pletion of 30 years’ service after July 
1, 1932, or to such reservists on the re- 
tired list for physical disability who 
complete 30 years’ service after July 1, 
1932. 2024.” 

The text of the Comptroller General’s 
decision allowing increased pay to offi- 
cers who made their number for promo- 
tion before July 1, 1932 follows: 

The Honorable 


The Secretary of the Navy 
Sir: 


There has been received by your direc- 
tion the request of the Judge Advocate 

reneral of the Navy of July 23, 1932, for 
decision as to the effect of the act of 
June 30, 1932, upon the following cases: 

“Ensign Corben C. Shute, US. Navy be- 
came eligible for promotion to Lieutenant 
(junior grade) on 6 June 1932. His nomina- 
tion for promotion was confirmed by the 
Senate on 15 July, 1932, and his commission, 
when issued will recite that he has been ap- 
pointed a Lieutenant (junior grade) to rank 
from 6 June, 1932. Will this officer, when 
commissioned, be credited with the pay and 
allowances of lieutenant (junior grade) from 
6 June, 1932 and subsequent to 1 July, 
1932?” 

“1. On 25 June, 1932. the Bureau of Navi- 
gation forwarded a commission as lieutenant 
to Lieutenant John D. Kelsy, U.S. Navy, 
with date of rank from 1 March, 1931. Such 
commission was approved by the Senate on 
June 15, 1932. The Disbursing Officer, USS 
RALEIGH, on which this officer is serving, 
has requested a decision whether Lieutenant 
Kelsy is entitled to the pay and allowances 
of a lieutenant from 1 March, 1931, and 
whether he may continue to receive the pay 
and allowance of a lieutenant on and after 
1 July, 1932.” 


Section 201 of the Economy Act of 
June 30, 1932, 47 Stat. 403 provides: 


“All provisions of law which confer upon 
civilian or non-civilian officers or employees 
of the Tnited States Government or the 
municipal government of the District of 
Columbia automatic increases in compensa- 
tion by reason of length of service or pro- 
motion are suspended during the fiscal year 
ending June 30. 1933, but this section shall 
not be construed to deprive any person of 


any increment of compensation received 
through an automatic increase in compensa- 
tion prior to July 1, 1932.” 

The act of March 4, 1913, 37 Stat. 892, 
provides : 

“That all officers of the Navy who, since 
the third day of March, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-nine, have been advanced or may 
hereafter be advanced in grade or rank pur- 
suant to law shall be allowed the pay and 
allowances of the higher grade or rank from 
the dates stated in their commissions.” 

As the two officers named were eligible 
for promotion prior to July 1, 1932, and 
when duly qualified had a right under 
the act of March 4, 1913, to the increased 
pay from date of eligibility they may 
be treated as in receipt thereof, notwith- 
standing the delay incident to their ex- 
amination and confirmation and the is- 
suance of their commissions; that is. 
their increase in compensation may be 
considered as having been made prior to 
July 1, 1932. or as of the date stated in 
their commissions and therefore not pro- 
hibited by section 201 of the Hceonomy 
Act.

Assistant Secretary of War for Air 
Davison went to the Pacific Coast by 
plane on Wednesday, and has begun in- 
spection of the Army air stations and 
forces in that section. No official in the 
government ‘has greater personal interest 
in his job than Mr. Davison; none has 
been more effective. The friction that 
existed between the Air Corps and the 
General Staff before Mr. Davison’s ap- 
pointment no longer exists. In his work 
Mr. Davison has had the support of the 
Secretary and the cooperation of General 
MacArthur. The result is that where 
there were three Armies administered 
in the War Department—that under the 
Chief of Staff, that under the Assistant 
Secretary for Air and that under the 
Assistant Secretary for procurement— 
there is now only one, and harmony pre- 
vails in its administration. Contributing 
to this satisfactory situation is the ex- 
change of views that occur daily be- 
tween the Secretary and the Assistant 
Secretaries and Chief of Staff, and the 
careful consideration given to all ques- 
tions by the Council over which Major 
General Moseley presides. 

+ * * 


Keen attention will be given to the 
rolling propensities of the cruisers Port- 
land and Indianapolis which are due for 
delivery this month. As a result of the 
experience of the Salt Lake City, Pen- 
sacola and Northampton different stabil- 
ity characteristics were provided for the 
later ships, and because all the weight 
it was possible to use was used, they are 
somewhat different in design. In the 
case of the earlier vessels, the increase 
in the depth of the bilge keel and the 
installation of antirolling tanks have 
dampened the roll from 20 to 25 per 
cent. Conditions, in consequence, are 
described to the Navy Department as 
much better. Admiral Rock, Chief Na- 
val Constructor, has given this picture 
of the Salt Lake City in a heavy gale 
with high’seas: “The Salt Lake City 
got into position with the sea abeam 
and rolled violently. A study of the con- 
ditions showed that she was placed, by 
speed and course, so that the period of 
the waves synchronized with the period 
of the roll of the ship. When a ship 
falls into synchronizing waves her roll 
will continually increase until, if kept 
up, she will turn over. This is not as 
Serious as it sounds as it is seldom storm 
waves are encountered which remain 
uniform for long, and also a change in 
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the course or speed of a ship gets the 
ship out of the danger.” Admiral Rock 
admits that little is known about rolling 
of ships. it never having been completely 
studied because of the time required, the 
expense involved and the difficulty. 
Model basin experiments do not provide 
this information, It occurs to me that a 
thorough study of this subject would be 
valuable not only for the Navy but for 
our commercial interests as well. 





Restrict Post Exchanges 


Instructions relative to the carrying 
out of the restrictive amendment regard- 
ing Post Exchanges, as contained in the 
War Department appropriation bill, have 
been drafted at the Department and are 
now being distributed to the service. The 
law, as well as the new departmental in- 
structions, applies only to the Post Ex- 
changes in the continental limits of the 
United States. Those outside, such as 
Panama, Hawaii and Philippines, are not 
affected. 

The instructions are in effect as fol- 
lows: 

1. All goods on consignment, or billed 
to post exchanges to be paid for when 
sold, will be returned immediately. 

2. Surplus and excess stocks will be 
sold by Dec. 1, 1932, sales of these stocks 
may be made to any person previously 
authorized to purchase from Post Ex- 
changes. 

3. With the exception of sale of sur- 
plus and excess stocks as provided above, 
no further sales will be made to: 

a. Personnel, units, or organizations of 
the Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
U. S. Public Health Service, and Light- 
house Service ; 

b. Retired personnel, except retired en- 
listed men of the Regular Army; 

c. Families, except those of active 
and retired enlisted men of the Regular 
Army; 

d. Contract surgeons ; 

e. Honorable discharged personnel re- 
ceiving treatment from the Veterans Bu- 
reau; 

f. Hospital matrons. 

4. Articles for sale will be limited to 
those for the ordinary use, wear, and 
consumption of authorized purchasers. 

5. Articles identical with those issued 
to enlisted men and organizations will 
not be sold. 

6. Exchanges on Army transports, 
when tn ports within the continental 
limits of the United States will be gov- 
erned by the above. 

Authorized Purchasers 

This leaves the following to whom 
sales may be made: 

Enlisted men of Regular Army; Enlist- 
ed Reserve Corps when on active duty; 
and enlisted men of the National Guard 
when in Federal Service. 

Retired enlisted men of Regular Army 
only. 

Families of above. 

Organizations of Regular Army; Re- 
serve Corps when on active duty; Na- 
tional Guard in Federal Service. 

Troops, which include: Officers of Reg- 
ular Army, Officers Reserve Corps, on ac- 
tive duty National Guard in Federal 
Service. 

Warrant officers. 

Army Nurses. 

C.M.T.C., R.O.T.C. While actually in 
attendance at camps. 





Restrict Army Travel 

To carry out the wishes of Congress 
to curtail travel as expressed in fhe 
economy bill as well as to stay within 
the reduced appropriations for that pur- 
pose, the War Department is planning 
a sizeable reduction in the number of 
so-called “normal” transfers of officers. 
Studies on the curtailment of trans- 
fers in order to save on travel expeni#li- 
tures have been in progress for some 
time in both the G-1 and G-4 sections of 
the War Department General Staff. 
It is said that the greatest retrench- 
ment will come in a drastic reduction ‘in 
the number of “normal” moves—that 
is transfers that would be made only 
because an officer had been at a certain 
station for the conventional length of 
time. It is the objective of the depart- 
ment to make no such moves unless the 





officer concerned is needed somewhere 


else as a replacement or he is due for 
school duty or some other pressing and 
valid reason. 


This does not mean, however, that the 
Manchu law will be abrogated or that 
officers will be kept in Washington or 
on the General Staff over the normal 
time to save travel expenses. ; 

One important step which, however, 
will be made gradually, is to effect a 
reduction of the number of officers on 
duty in Washington. It will.be recalled 
that last winter General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur ordered a study’ made by .G-1 
with a view to reducing the number of 
officers on duty here and releasing more 
for duty with troops. 

A survey was made by Col. Charles 
H. Patterson, of G-1, of the needs of the 
various offices in Washington. The re- 
sults of that study are now on General 
MacArthur’s desk. It is known that it 
contains certain recommendations for re- 
ducing the number of officers on duty in 
Washington by redistributing. tasks 
among a smaller number of officers. 

here is no disposition whatever to 
make’ any sweeping changes or drastic 
reductions in Washington. What. will 
be done will be accomplished more by 
“attrition” and done gradually without 
unduly disturbing any offices or officers. 

Regarding the filling of the posts to 
be left vacant by the provision of the 
law taking retired officers off active duty 
it is probable that this will be accom- 
plished without increasing the number 
of active officers now on the same type 
of duty—schoo] and recruiting. The ac- 
tive officers now on that duty will spread 
out as far as possible and take in the 
work done by the retired officers. This 
may be done without change of station 
in cases where there are’ a number of 
both active and retired officers at one 
station. In cases where the retired offi- 
cer was the only one on duty a replace- 
ment may be necessitated. Assurance 
has been given that each case will be 
decided on its merits and that there will 
be no disposition to work a hardship 
on any school. 





Pay of Retired Officers 


The effect of the various provisions of 
the Economy Act upon retired officers 
and enlisted men of the Army, is cov- 
ered in the following memorandum pre- 
pared for Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Cole- 
man, Chief of Finance: 

“1. In compliance with your verbal 
instructions, the following report is sub- 
mitted in connection with the application 
of the Economy. Act of June 30, 1932, to 
the pay of retired officers and enlisted 
men. 

“2. Section 106 of the above mentioned 
Act reduces retired pay (except enlisted ) 
of all commissioned officers, warrant offi- 
cers, pay clerks, and Army nurses, who 
are receiving more than $1,000 per an- 
num, but less than $10,000 per annum, 
814% ; if $10,000 per annum or more, but 
less than $12,000 per annum, 10%: if 
$12,000 per annum or more, but less than 
$15,000 per annum, 12%. 

“3. There is only one officer on the 
retired list receiving more than $10,000 
per annum. He is the former General of 
the Armies, and his base pay is $13,500. 
He will be subject to a 12% reduction. 
“4, The total amounts returned to the 
Treasury in compliance with the above 
mentioned section of the Act will be for 
the fiscal year 1933 approximately as 
follows: 

Retired officers, warrant offi-

“5. The work required in connection 
with this change in pay was enormous 
for the reason that approximately 4,500 
computations and ‘changes were made in 
addressograph plates from which checks 
are printed; also changes and alterations 
were necessary in preparing the payrolls 
and abstracts. 

“6. Section 212 of the above Act limits 
pay to $3,000 per annum to all persons 
receiving retired pay for er on account of

When the salary from 
either source is more than $3000, such. 
persons may elect to receive the pay of 
the civil office or retired pay. . 

“7. The Comptroller General of the 
United States has held that the pro- 
visions of the above section apply to en- 
listed men receiving pay as warrant offi- . 
cers on account of services as commis- . 
sioned officer, but the pay of such en- 
listed men is not reduced below the pay 
of their respective enlisted grades. ; 

“8, In‘anticipation of the passage of 
the Economy Act, this office on June 24, 
1932, forwarded a circular quoting the 
above section and requested that all offi- 
cers, warrant officers, Army nurses, and 
enlisted. men receiving pay as warrant 
officers to make a report to this office 
showing whether or not they were em- 
ployed in a position covered by the above 
section and, if so, the designation of such 
position, the rate of salary, and, in case 
of retired pay exceeding $3,000 per an- 
num, whether they elected to receive the 
retired pay or the pay of the civil posi- 
tion. 

“9. The records show that to date 63 
ofticers and 19 enlisted men have failed 
to reply to the above mentioned ‘circular 
letter and duplicate letters have been 
forwarded to these officers and enlisted 
men. In the meantime payment of retired 
pay is being withheld. 

“10. The reports show that there are 
18 officers who have reported that -they 
elect to receive the pay of their civil 
position. Thé total yearly retired pay of 
these officers amounts to $56,846.16. 

“11. There are 37 officers and 39 en- 
listed men employed in civil positions 
whose salaries are less than $3,000 per 
annum and who are entitled to part re- 
tired pay sufficient to bring their pay to 
a net of $3,000 per annum. The total 
savings for the fiscal year 1933 from this 
source will be approximately $24,950.00 
for the officers, and $6,852.00 for the en- 
listed men. 

“12. This office proposes to obtain a 
certificate from each officer upon his re- 
tirement showing that he is not employed 
in a position prohibited by Section 212 
of the above mentioned Act and that this 
oflice will be notified of a change in his 
status. This certificate will remain in 
force so long as there is no change in 
the officer's status. : 

“13. Section 212 (b) exempts officers 
from the provisions of 212 (a) who were 
retired for disability incurred in combat 
with an enemy of the United States. Offi- 
cers shown in the official Army Register 
as having been retired for wounds re- 
ceived in action have been considered by 
this office as exempt, and those retired 
for disability but not shown as retired 
for wounds received in action have not 
been considered as exempt from the pro- 
visions of this section. However, a list 
of the names-of these officers will be 
forwarded to the Adjutant General to de- 
termine whether or not the disability for 
which they were retired was incurred in 
combat with an enemy of the United 
States. 

“14. A memorandum notice was in- 
closed with July retired pay check of 
each officer, warrant officer, pay clerk, 
Army nurse, and enlisted man whose pay 
was reduced or limited under Sections 





106 and 212 of the Act.” 
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Air Firing Practice 

Langley Field, Va., will be the scene 
of unusual activity in September when 
the Annual Machine Gun and Bombing 
Matches will be held. This competition 
will be participated in by Army Air 
Corps officers from most of the pursuit, 
bombardment, attack and observation 
squadrons stationed in the United 
States. The officers selected are those 
who made the highest expert scores in 
record firing practice in their respective 
organizations during the past year. An 
invitation is to be extended to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to send Navy and 
Marine Corps pilots to pit their accuracy 
in machine gun fire and bombing against 
that of the Army personnel. 

Aside from the Army Air Corps organ- 
izations stationed at Langley Field 
which will be represented in the matches, 
it is expected that teams from other 
Army Air Corps fields in this country, 
aggregating some 40 officers and 31 en- 
listed men, will fly to this field, each 
team imbued with the determination to 
“bring home the bacon.” 

The matches will consist of four 
events :—one for pursuit pilots, the sec- 
ond for attack and observation pilots, 
the third for observers and the fourth 
for bombers. The winners of these events 
receive the ratings of distinguished aerial 
gunner or aerial bomber and are in- 
eligible to participate in any of the fu- 
ture annual matches.

Ordnance Developments 


Progress on the various projects of the 
Army Ordnance Department is being 
made as follows: 

Flare, Aircraft, Parachute, M-8 

A new design of suspension band to 
comply with Air Corps dimensional re- 
quirements, in which the suspension lug 
is brazed to the band, has recently been 
tested satisfactoryily both at Picatinny 
Arsenal and Aberdeen Proving Ground. 
The tests at Picatinny Arsenal consisted 
in determining the force required to pull 
the lug from the suspension band and 
the number of severe jolts which will 
cause failure. The tests at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground consisted of making 
twenty fough landings with the flare 
suspended on the A-3 Bomb Rack. All 
tests indicated that the suspension band 
is amply strong. Suspension bands is- 
sued with the original four lots of flares 
have already been replaced with those 
of the new design. 

Small Arms Ammunition 

An investigation was conducted at 
Frankford Arsenal to determine the 
feasibility of reloading fired caliber .50 
eartridge cases. Firing tests indicated 
that the standard case can be used ap- 
proximately fifteen times with satisfac- 
tory results, A lot of approximately 100,- 
000 rounds utilizing fired cases has been 
manufactured and turned into stores. 
This policy will result in a considerable 
saving in manufacturing costs. 

Tank Guns 

Drawings have been released to Rock 
Island Arsenal for the manufacture of 
one .30 cal. sub-caliber Mount, T4. (For 
2” 24, 6-pdr. Tank Gun.) 

Anti-Aircraft Guns 

8-Inch A.A. Mount, M2. Two units 
have been completed and proof-fired at 
Rock Island Arsenal. Six additional units 
will be completed shortly. 

Sound and Flash Ranging Eauipment 

The standard sound locator M1E1 was 
tested exhaustively in the fall of 1931 at 
Ft. Humphreys. Va. As a result of this 
test a few changes were indicated. A 
new pilot sound locator incorporating 
these changes has been authorized and 
is now in the design stage. 

Armored Cars 

The modifications necessary for con- 
verting one of the existing Pontiac light 
armored cars into a Scout Car T1 have 
been completed at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground. The Scout Car T1 has been 
driven overland to Ft. Monmouth, N. J., 
where a small radio receiving and trans- 
mitting set will be installed on the ve- 
hicle by engineers of the Signal Corps. 

A second scout car, to be known as 
Scout Car T2, is being constructed at the 
proving ground by making the necessary 
modifications to a new Chevrolet pas- 
senger car. The modified vehicle will 
be similar in outline and characteristics 
to the Scout Car T1. 


Combat Cars 

Combat Car, T1, Serial No. 4, which 
recently completed its proving ground 
test of approximately 1000 miles on 
wheels and 1000 miles on tracks, has 
been received at Ft. Knox, Ky. This 
makes a total of four Combat Cars, T1, 
(Christie), now undergoing service test 
in the Provisional Squadron of Mecha- 
nized Cavalry at Ft. Knox. 

Prime Movers 

To provide for prime movers for the 
battery of 75 mm Gun Carriages T2E1 
previously authorized, action was taken 
to recommend approval of the military 
characteristics of the vehicles desired. 
Subsequent to approval of these charac- 
teristics, action is contemplated which 
will provide the necessary prime movers 
for this battery. 

75 mm Howitzer Carriage, T1 

This is the split trail carriage for the 
75> mm Pack Howitzer M1, for use in 
the Cavalry Divisior. One unit is under 
manufacture at Rock Island Arsenal. 
The parts are well under way and it is 
expected to complete this carriage in 
July. The Light Carriage Limber, T3, 
which is use@ with this carriage is in 
process of being detailed.

Embarking 
in Manila on February ist, 1932, under 
emergency orders for Shanghai, China, 
with the mission of protecting American 
lives and property, the 31st Infantry was 
accorded the distinction of being the 
first American Army regiment ever to 
land on foreign soil without the direct 
action of Congress. On July 1, 1932, the 
regiment, its mission accomplished, em- 
barked for the return journey to its 
home station in Manila. 

Not only had the regiment, under the 
command of Col. Lorenzo D. Gasser, 
performed its mission in such a manner 
as to bring forth the enthusiastic com- 
mendation of its direct military su- 
periors, including the Chief of Staff of 
the Army and the Philippine Department 
Commander, but also won the affection 
and esteen of all those with whom—or 
under whom—it served during its short 
stay of five months in Shanghai. The 
nature of testimonials of esteem awarded 
the 31st Infantry just prior to its de- 
parture varied from social to military, 
from the sentimental to the tangible; in 
these testimonials are included memen- 
toes which will be forever cherished by 
the 31st Infantry, forming permanent, 
concrete reminders of the service of the 
regiment in Shanghai. As an indication 
of the performance of its mission by the. 
31st Infantry, the following extracts will 
suffice :-— 

The radiogram from the Commanding 
General, Philippine Department. dated 
June 10, 1932, which quoted the directive 
from the War Department ordering the 
31st Infantry and attached troops to re- 
turn to Manila, P. I., on the U.S.A.T. 
REPUBLIC, sailing from Shanghai, 
China, on July ist, 1932, also contained 
the following: “Paragraph two. The 
Department Commander is pleased to 
transmit the following message from the 
Chief of Staff U.S. Army ‘Convey to all 
ranks of the regiment my earnest appre- 
ciation of the efficiency with which they 
have discharged a difficult and trying 
duty. Signed. MacArthur.’ ” 

On June 27, 1932, Mr. Edwin S. Cun- 
ningham, American Consul General in 
Shanghai, stated in a letter to Colonel 
Gasser:—“I should like to express to 
you, your officers, and the regiment, the 
sincere appreciation of all] Americans in 
Shanghai for the excellent services you 
have rendered us during your short so- 
journ here. Yours was a position that 
was not anticipated in your military 
training, but through excellent disci- 
pline, carefully prepared instructions, 
and the observance of the same, you 
have met the difficulties admirably, and 
I desire to convey to you the expressions 
of gratitude of the entire American com- 
munity. I wish you the greatest success 
in the future.” 

The Commanding Officer, Marine Corps 
Expeditionary Forces, Shanghai, China, 
on the 29th of June, 1932, in a letter to 
the Commanding Officer, 31st Infantry 
Stated “I take great pleasure in trans- 
mitting the following radio received 
from the Commander in Chief, Asiatic 
Fleet: “0028 convey to Colonel Gasser, 
Commanding Officer Thirty-First Regi- 
ment, upon your departure from Shang- 
hai and serverance of our official rela- 
tions I wish to express on behalf of my- 
Self and the forces afloat and ashore 
operating under my command our gen- 
uine appreciation of the fine spirit of 
cooperation and enthusiastic assistance 
manifested by you and your organiza- 
tion throughout the tedious and trying 
conditions obtaining during the crisis at 
Shanghai. Good luck. Signed M. M. 
Taylor.” 

Brigadier G. Fleming, Commanding 
General of the British Forces in Shang- 
hai area and concurrent Commander of 
the Defense Forces of the International 
Settlement in a letter to Colonel Gasser 
Said :—“Before you leave Shanghai I 
would like you to know how much we re- 
fret your departure and how pleasant 
Wwe consider the close association with 
you and your Regiment has been. We 
feel that it has been a great honour to 
have served during the last crisis in 
Shanghai alongside such a distinguished 
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Regiment as is the 31st Regiment, United 
States Infantry, and all ranks of the 
British Army in Shanghai wish you and 
your Command ‘bon voyage’, a prosper- 
ous and happy time wherever you may 
be called on to serve, and another op- 
portunity in the future of meeting you 
again. 

“No diplomats in the world could draw 
so close the bonds between two coun- 
tries as has been accomplished in Shang- 
hai by the rubbing together of shoulders 
of the officers and men of the American 
and British Armies, and the more 
chances we get of meeting one another 
the greater will be our mutual esteem 
and closer the friendship. 

“The best of luck to you all from the 
British Army in Shanghai.” 

Although the 31st Infantry had no op- 
portunity to capture flags in action, yet 
it brought back with the regiment a 
minature flag for which it would accept 
no substitute, no matter how priceless. 
The fact that the flag was a free will 
gift, is its greatest value to the regiment. 
On June 27, 1932, at the American Club 
in Shanghai were assembled the Com- 
manding Officers of the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps and the 31st Infantry, and 
their respective Staffs. The occasion was 
the presentation to the 31st Infantry of 
a minature flag of the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps. The flag contained a true 
copy of the coat of the Shanghai Volun- 
teer Corps, consisting of tiny flags of all 
nations having troops in the Corps, it 
was framed and suitably inscribed. 

In presenting the flag Colonel N. W. 
B. B. Thoms, Commandant, said “On 
that cold Saturday when the 31st In- 
fantry landed I was down to the deck to 
watch the regiment disembark. No one 
but a Shanghailander could appreciate 
the vast sense of relief and security 
which all felt as they watched the 31st 
parade up the streets of Shanghai. Most 
of the soldiers looked at least six feet 
tall, and their snappy military precision 
made all feel that only safety could come 
with the arrival of the American regu- 
lars. There had been many sleepless 
nights prior to the arrival of the 31st 
Infantry; but subsequent to the 6th of 
February the tense feeling was greatly 
lessened due to the knowledge that 
American Regulars were here to aid in 
the protection of foreign life and prop- 
erty. This token is not given for any 
intrinsic value—for it has none—but is 
offered purely as a representation of the 
bond of respect, appreciation, and affec- 
tion which has grown up between the 
Shanghai Volunteer Corps and the 31st 
Infantry during their joint services 
here. And although no token could prop- 
erly express the deep sentiments in the 
hearts of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps 
for the 31st Infantry, this replica of the 
coat or arms of the S8.V.C., representing 
as it does the flags of all nations form- 
ing the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, is 
given to Colonel Gasser so that down 
through the years to come it will be a 
visible and tangible reminder of the 
esteem in which the 31st will always be 
held by the S.V.C., and I further hope 
that whenever the flag is observed it will 
serve to recall the pleasant memories of 
your association with S.V.C. in a most 
trying and difficult time. The S8.V.C., be- 
ing volunteers, could best appreciate the 
effectiveness of regulars, and no praise 
could be given, no matter how high, but 
which would be still inadequate to prop- 
erly describe the conduct and the per- 
formance of duty of the 31st Infantry.” 

Colonel Gasser, in thanking Colonel 
Thoms and accepting the gift on behalf 
of the regiment outlined the respect held 
by the 31st Infantry for the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps, stating that first mem- 
ories are the most lasting, that he him- 
self would never forget his first tour of 
the advanced sector held by the §8.V.C., 
which inspection was made in .the com- 
pany of Colonel Thoms and that it was 
a great inspiration for him to see the 
fine type of men in the 8.V.C. 

Their organization was unique in the 
world, and that the basic bond of their 
organization—PERSONAL SERVICE— 
was the highest virtue which could be 
developed in a military body. The 8.V.C., 
in having personal service as its guiding 
principle, represented the finest type of 
military organization. In addition to 
this, the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, 


through its combination of best virtues 
of all nations which comprised its cos- 
mopolitan personnel, was especially for- 
tunate—as thus faults inherent in all 
military organizations in which personal 
service was not the raison d’etre were 
eliminated. 

The military administration called for 
frequent and periodical changes in the 
assignment of personnel in the U. 8. 
Army Regiments, continued Colonel Gas- 
ser, and that therefore within a short 
space of time the tours of officers in the 
81st Infantry would be completed and 
although wherever the present regiment 
personnel would go, the memory of their 
joint services with the S8.V.C. would al- 
ways linger, it was with a deep sense of 
gratitude that he received this gift, on 
behalf of the regiment, so that it would 
be a permanent reminder always within 
the regiment of the fine bond of joint 
service and deep sentiments which grew 
between the 31st and the S8.V.C. in 1932; 
that the gift would be forever cherished 
by the regiment and those to come.

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Civil Use of Army

and not use it in settling our domestic 
disturbances when they reach a state 
too serious for the civil authorities to 
handle. In former years it was used 
rather extensively for that purpose, but 
this was largely due to the fact that a 
large part of our country was so new, 
so sparsely settled, or so disorganized, 
that the lawless elements frequently 
were stronger than the civil authorities. 
One of the earliest examples of this use 
was in 1794 in the so-called Whiskey 
Rebellion, when President Washington 
called out the militia to subdue a large 
number of citizens of western Pennsyl- 
vania who refused to pay the federal 
revenue tax on whiskey. That he appre- 
ciated that such disorders must be han- 
dled with a strong hand is evidenced by 
a paragraph of his order to Governor 
Lee, whom he had placed in command, 
which stated: 

“You may proceed as speedily as 
may be, with the army under your 
command, into the insurgent counties 
to attack and, as far as shall be in 
your power, subdue all persons whom 
you may find in arms in opposition to 
the laws above mentioned. You will 
march your army * * * bearing in 
mind that you ought to act, until the 
contrary shall be fully developed, on 
the general principles of having to 
contend with the whole force of the 
counties of Fayette, Westmoreland, 
Washington, and Allegheny, and of 
that part of Bedford which lies west 
of the town of Bedford, and that you 
are to put as little as possible to 
hazard.” 

Prior to 1878 there was no express 
prohibition in the use of the Army in 
civil matters. However, in that year 
(June 18, 1878) the Congress passed the 
Posse Comitatus. Act which makes it 
unlawful, under heavy penalty, “to em- 
ploy any post of the Army of the United 
States as a posse comitatus, or other- 
wise, for the purpose of executing the 
laws, except in such cases and under 
such circumstances as such employment 
of said force may be expressly author- 
ized by the Constitution or by Act of 
Congress.” To the Army this was wel- 
come news since it relieved them of a 
most unpleasant, and often a most un- 
popular duty. It put an end to a prac- 
tice that had grown up of civil authori- 
ties in some places almost abandoning 
the preservation of order and the main- 
tenance of the laws entirely to the Army, 
for, as said by General Pope, “Every 
constable or sheriff finds it much easier, 
where he wishes to arrest an offender, 
to call for a military guard, and no 
doubt the people who otherwise would 
he obliged to serve as a posse also find 
the use of the military very convenient.” 

Section 4, Article IV, of the Constitu- 
tion makes provision that the United 
States shall—“Guarantee to every State 
in the Union a republican form of Gov- 
ernment, and shall protect each of them 
against invasion: and on application of 
the legislature, or of the Executive 
(when the legislature cannot be con- 
vened) against domestic violence.” 

Cengress has passed numerous laws 
authorizing the use of the Army in spe- 
cial cases. However, those of general 


application pertaining to domestic dis- - 


turbances are Sections 5297, 5298, and 
5299, of the Revised Statutes. The first 
fleals with the obstruction of the civil 
authority of a State, the second with 
the obstruction of the civil authority of 
the United States, and the third with 
the obstruction or failure of the civil 
authority of a State and the obstruction 
of the civil authority of the United 
States. In the first and second cases 
the military force is invoked to uphold 
the civil authority, while in the third it 
may supplant the civil authority tempo- 
rarily, In addition to these laws is the 
right of self defense inherent in every 
Sovereign government which requires no 
written law. 
President’s Duty 

Moreover. the law does not merely 
grant authority to the President to call 
out troops in domestic disturbances. It 
expressly makes-it his. duty to take such 
measures to suppress the disorders. 

Section 5299 of the Revised Statutes 
places this duty upon the President. It 








provides: “* * * whenever any such in- 
surrection, violence, unlawful combina- 
tion or conspiracy, opposes or obstructs 
the laws of the United States, or the due 
execution thereof, or impedes or ob- 
structs the due course of justice under 
the same, it shall be lawful for the.Presi- 
dent, and it shall be his duty, to take 
such measures, by the employment of 
the militia or the land and naval forces 
of the United States or of either, or by 
other means, as he may deem necessary, 
for the suppression of such insurrection, 
domestic violence or combinations.” 


It will be seen that as the civil gov- 
ernment grew in strength, it took its 
proper place. From the beginning, the 
civil always has been jealous of its 
power, and rightly so, for under our sys- 
tem of government the civil is predomi- 
nant, and as such is the custodian of 
peace and has the responsibility of ex- 
ecuting the laws, which comprehends the 
prevention and suppression of internal 
disorders, disturbances, and crime. It 
devolves upon the civil to guard and 
preserve the peace with all means with- 
in its power. 

Generally speaking, nowadays it is 
not until the civil power has been tried 
and found insufficient, that the Army is 
called upon to step into, either to put 
the civil house in order, or to go out 
and retrieve the peace the civil has lost 
to some foreign power. Normally, the 
former is done by way of assistance to 
and support of the civil authority—the 
latter, of course, comprehends war. 

It must be remembered that the Presi- 
dent functions in a dual capacity. He 
is the chief civil executive and as such 
under the Constitution has imposed 
upon him the duty of executing the 
laws. He is also the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army and Navy, and when 
federal property, activities, or responsi- 
bilities are concerned it is for him to 
determine when the civil, of which he is 
the head, needs the aid of the military. 
The decision is his to make, and it does 
not necessarily have to depend on the 
judgment of those under him in the civil 
heiarchy. Indeed, it may be contrary 
to their views, even to moving federal 
troops into a state where domestic dis- 
turbances exists, against the strong 
protest of the Governor of that State. 
Our history furnishes no more striking 
example of this than in 1894 when 
President Cleveland sent federal troops 
into Chicago during the great railroad 
strike. Protesting to the President, Gov- 
ernor Altgeld said in part: 

“I am advised that you have ordered 
Federal troops to go into service in the 
State of Illinois. * * * Waiving all ques- 
tions of courtesy, I will say that the 
State of Illinois is not ony able to take 
eare of itself, but it stands ready, today 
to furnish the Federal Government any 
assistance it may need elsewhere. Our 
military force is ample, and consists of 
as good soldiers as can be found in the 
country. They have been ordered out 
promptly whenever and wherever they 
were needed. * * * 

“To absolutely ignore a local govern- 
ment in matters of this kind, when the 
local government is ready to furnish 
any assistance needed, and is amply able 
to enforce the law, not only insults the 
people of the State by imputing to them 
an inability to govern themselves or un- 
willingness to enforce the law, but is in 
violation of a basic principle of our in- 
stitutions. * * * As governor of the State 
of Illinois, I protest against this, and 
ask the immediate withdrawal of the 
Federal troops from active duty in this 

President Cleveland replied: 

“Federal troops were sent to Chicago 
in strict accordance with the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, upon 
the demand of the Post Office Depart- 
ment that the obstruction to the mails 
should be removed, and upon representa- 
tion of the judicial officers of the United 
States Courts that the processes of such 
courts could not be enforced through the 
ordinary means, and upon competent 
proof that conspiracies existed against 
commerce between the States. To meet 
these conditions, which are clearly with- 
in the province of the Federal authority, 
the presence of Federal troops in the 
city of Chicago was deemed not only 
proper, but necessary, and there has 
been no intention of thereby interfering 
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with the plain duty of the local authori- 
ties to preserve the peace of the city.” 

President Cleveland kept the federal 
troops there until the strike ended and 
order was restored, and was commended 
for his action. 

By the very nature of our governmen- 
tal set-up, the situation in any domestic 
disturbance will have become so acute 
before federal troops are called, that 
public sentiment will have become so 
divided that the President finds himself 
in the position that he is “damned if 
he does and damned if he doesn’t.” In 
practically every case of this kind where 
federal troops have been used there has 
been a great hue and cry at the time, 
the President and often the Army has 
been the object of the most bitter criti- 
cism and vituperative abuse. However, 
in every case after the public mind has 
been allowed to cool, and the action 
viewed in calm retrospect it received 
not only the approval but the commenda- 
tion of public opinion generally. The 
recent use of federal troops in the Capi- 
tal will prove no exception. 





Official Insignia 


The following Circular Letter has 
been sent by the Secretary of the Navy 
to all Naval and Marine Corps activities 
concerned : 

Subject: Public Act No. 206, H. R. 
10590, entitled “An Act to Prohibit the 
misuse of Official Insignia,” approved 
June 29, 1932. 

1. Attention is invited to the subject- 
named Act which reads as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That here- 
after the manufacture, sale, or possession of 
any badge, identification card, or other in- 
signia of the design prescribed by the head 
of any department or independent office of 
the United States for use by any officer or 
subordinate thereof, or of any colorable imi- 
tation thereof, is prohibited, except when 
and as authorized under such regulations 
as may be prescribed by the head of the 
department or independent office of which 
such insignia indicated the wearer is an 
officer or subordinate. 

“Sec. 2. Any person who offends against 
the provisiona of this act shall, upon con- 
viction, be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$250, or by imprisonment for not exceeding 
six months, or by both such fine and impri- 
sonment.” 

2. It is therefore requested that there 
be submitted ‘to the Department speci- 
men copies, in duplicate, of any badges, 
identification cards or other insignia of 
the design prescribed by the Department 
for use by any officer or subordinate, in 
order that same may be transmitted to, 
and retained in, the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, Department of Justice, for avail- 
ability in connection with any case aris- 
ing under the above-quoted Act. 





Rights of Reserve Officers 


In view of statements of Representa- 
tive Ross A. Collins, of Meridian, Miss., 
in a recent issue of the Congressional 
Record (reported in the Army and 
Navy Journal of July 23) in which that 
Congressman continues his campaign of 
pacifistic propaganda by in _ effect 
threatening reserve officers with criminal 
prosecution, it is interesting to review 
the laws upon that subject. 

Incidentally, it should be noted that 
Mr. Collins is running for reelection. 
We are informed that he has a real fight 
on his hands. We know that due to his 
efforts to deplete our national defense, 
reserve officers generally are opposed to 
him on account of their patriotism, their 
love of country, and their knowledge of 
the national defense needs. 

In the remarks referred to above Col- 
lins stated: 

“Mr. Speaker, I am advised by a colleague 
that all the candidates in his State are being 
circularized by an officer of the Officers Re- 
serve Corps, seeking to ascertain their posi- 
tion with respect to continuing to provide in 
the measure advocated by the War Depart- 
ment for the commissioned personnel of the 
Regular Army and each of the civil compon- 
ents thereof. My information is that the 
practice is being pursued in other States. 

“I think it is well at this time to call 
attention to the law as to such practices. 
Section 208 of Title XVIII, United States 
Code, provides: 

‘It is unlawful-for *.* * any person re- 
ceiving any salary or compensation for ser- 
vices from money derived from the Treasury 
of the United States to directly or indirectly 








solicit, receive, or be in any manner con- 
cerned in soliciting or receiving any assess- 
ment, subscription, or contribution for any 
political purpose whatever, from any other 
such officer, employee, or person.’ 

“Then section 212 of the same title pro- 
vides : 

‘Whoever shall violate any provision of 
the four preceding sections shall be fined not 
more than $5,000, or imprisoned not more 
than three years, or both.’ 

“Reserve officers engaged in practices such 
as I have referred to are not paying the ex- 
pense incident thereto out of their own pock- 
ets. I do not think there can be any doubt 
but what they are amenable to the provisions 
of the statutes I have cited; and if the prac- 
tice be continued, I am sure there will be no 
difficulty in having an investigation made at 
a more appropriate time for the purpose of 
ascertaining the names of those who have so 
proceeded without the pale of the law. 

“The instances I have cited are nothing 
more nor less than efforts to militarize the 
legislative branch of the Government, another 
case of organized minorities trying to domi- 
nate. Such tactics should be resented by 
every man on this floor who essays to be a 
Representative of his entire constituency.” 

A better understanding of the matter 
and of the congressional intent can be 
had by quoting Section 208 in full. It 
reads: 

‘It is unlawful for any Senator or Repre- 
sentative in, or Delegate or Resident Com- 
missioner to, Congress, or any candidate for, 
or individual elected as, Senator, Representa- 
tive, Delegate, or Resident Commissioner, or 
any officer or employee of the United States, 
or any person receiving any salary or com- 
pensation for services from money derived 
from the Treasury of the United States, to 
directly or indirectly solicit, receive, or be 
in any manner concerned ’in soliciting or re- 
ceiving, any assessment, subscription, or con- 
tribution for any political purpose whatever, 
from any other such officer, employee, or 
person.’ 

The purpose of the law quoted by Mr. 
Collins is to prevent any government 
official or employee from using his 
position to force contributions from 
other government officials or employees. 
To what extent then does it apply to 
reserve officers: Section 372, Title 10, 
United States Code provides: 

‘Reserve officers while not on active duty, 
shall not, by reason solely of their appoint- 
ments, oaths, commissions, or status as re- 
serve officers, or any duties or functions per- 
formed or pay or allowances received as re- 
serve officers, be held or deemed to be officers 
or employees of the United States, or persons 
holding any office of trust or profit or dis- 
charging any official function under or in con- 
nection with any department of the Govern- 
ment of the United States.’ 

It is only when in an active duty 
status that a reserve officer, as such, re- 
ceives any salary or compensation for 
services from the United States, Ac- 
cordingly, it is clear that the provisions 
of Section 208 can apply to a reserve 
officer only when he is in an active duty 
status, and even then would not pro- 
hibit the solicitation or receipt of politi- 
cal contributions except from other gov- 
vernment officials, employees or persons 
who were receiving “salary or compensa- 
tion for services’ from the United 
States, or candidate for a person elected 
to Congress. 

It necessarily follows that Section 208 
or any other law does not prohibit-a

GOVERNOR ROOSEVELT, IN his first campaign speech, described the Demo- 
cratic Platform as “honest to the core.’ He knows, or ought to know, that, so far 
as the National Defense plank is concerned, it is dishonest and false. That plank 
proposes a survey of the existing establishments “that the people may not be 
burdened. by an expenditure fast approaching a billion dollars annually.” The cost 
of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps for the present fiscal year is approxi- 
mately $600,000,000, or four hundred millions less than the amount Mr. Roosevelt’s 
platform says the country is “fast approaching.” Moreover, instead of increasing, 
the appropriations compared with those of last year are reduced practically a hun- 
dred million* dollars. There is less excuse for Mr. Roosevelt in approving this 
democratic pronouncement than for most men in public life, because he served as 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy and is familiar with naval costs. It is further 
interesting to note that when Assistant Secretary of the Navy, he was so impressed 
with the necessity of an adequate Navy that he heartily approved the building 
program of 1916 which planned for the United States the strongest fleet it or any 
other nation ever possessed. That program alone cost the Government far more 
than the billion dollars Mr. Roosevelt’s plank claims the total expenditures for the 
Military and Naval Services are “fast approaching.” We suggest to the Governor 
that he be honest with the people in the matter of National Defense, admit his 
party made a mistake in its statement, and announce what he must know to be 
the fact—that the Navy and Marine Corps, as well as the Army, are run not only 
economically but penuriously, and deserve better treatment particularly in the 
matter of pay. 





THERE IS TO BE NO LET-UP on the part of Secretary Hurley and General 
MacArthur in the drive for promotion reform. In stating this fact we are aware 
of the difficulties of achievement, of the different ideas and convictions which pre- 
vail not only in the Service but in Congress, and the further handicap which a 
depleted Treasury imposes. But the need of action is growing, and, as we have 
hitherto stated, members of the Senate and House are more keenly aware of it 
than imth® past. Chairman McSwain, of the House Military Committee, announced 
in*our coluning that he plans to have his Committee report out a bill and pass it 
through the House early in the coming session. We hope he will do so. There is, 
of course, no necessity for extended hearings; the records of the Committee are 
filled with testimony dealing with this important subject. At the instance of Mr. 
Reed, the Senate will promptly pass his promotion bill. In conference, it will be 
possible to draft an act which will provide at least a measure of justice for all, 
and in the event that this is done an important step for increased Army efficiency 
will be taken. The Army should have its thinking cap on with reference to the 
proposed legislation. Because of the short session, there may be no enactment, but 
progress will be made which will insure reform during the next Congress. 





IN VIEW OF THE PROPAGANDA against National Defense which is sweep- 
ing the country, it is heartening to have Admiral Pratt, Chief of Naval Operations, 
participate in the public discussions at Williamstown. He expressed his views with 
his usual clarity, and left no doubt that in his judgment the parity of the United 
States upon the seas should be actual parity. Moreover, he advocated the sound 
policy of a moderate building program conducted in orderly fashion over a period 
of years, such program to provide for replacements of scrapped ships. Of course, 
in drafting the program referred to by the Admiral, the General Board has taken 
into consideration the Treaty limitations imposed upon the United States, and has 
even gone so far as to consider the extension of these limitations as a result of 
future international conferences. The need of our Navy, according to the Admiral, 
continues to be battleships, aircraft carriers, cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 
He insists that in spite of the drive against the battleship, they are invaluable to 
our country. Their abolition would mean the destruction of the power of the 
Fleet and relegate it to impotence across the seas. Now that our delegation to the 
Geneva Conference is home, doubtless we shall have additional light thrown upon 
the negotiations, and it will be of particular interest to ascertain if their analysis 
of the objections to battleships offered by foreign powers is based upon more than 
financial inability to build and maintain them. It will be interesting also to learn 
what real prospects exist for the abolition of the submarine and the curtailment 
of the activities of aircraft. And above all, it will be worth while to await the 
decision of Congress as to whether it will make additional appropriations for con- 
tinued participation in meetings that will be fruitless unless a substantial bribe in 
the way of war debt reduction be offered by the United States. 





PRESIDENT HOOVER HAS REDUCED the membership of the Shipping 
Board from seven to three, and has retained as its personnel T. V. O’Connor, of 
Buffalo, Chairman, Samuel S. Sandberg, of Los Angeles, and Rear Admiral Hut- 
chinson I. Cone, USN-ret, of White Springs, Fla. Mr. O’Connor joined the Board 
as Vice Chairman upon the inauguration of President Harding, and after some 
years was promoted to the chairmanship. During the earlier years of his service 
Admiral Benson, who was in charge of naval operations during the war, was a 
member of the Board, and upon his retirement, because of the important interest 
of the Navy in the Merchant Marine, Admiral Cone was named. The Board, in 
spite of friction, admittedly has done a great work, not only in disposing of the 
war time fleet and gradually getting the government out of the shipping business, 
but in building up American commercial lanes and in promoting the interests of a 
private merchant marine. The reappointment of Mr. O’Connor means he will 
continue to enjoy the confidence of President Hoover, a confidence likewise enjoyed 
by him under Presidents Harding and Coolidge. It further means that the policies 
which have been so successfully followed in the past will be observed in the future. 
Admiral Cone’s knowledge of sea matters, coupled with his experience in civil life, 
will help to assure decisions by the Board that will be valuable not only for our 
=e commerce but for the Navy, should the need for merchant ship support 
arise.

W. C. B.—While the Comptroller Gen- 
eral has not been called upon to rule 
directly on the question of whether en- 
listed men are prohibited from taking 
a furlough with leave, officials at the 
War Department regard it as settled 
that enlisted men are not affected at all 
by the Economy Act. 

In his decision of July 14, which was 
published in the AkMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL on July 16, the Comptroller ruled 
that the provision of the Act prohibiting 
automatic increases in pay on account 
of promotions and length of service did 
not apply to enlisted personnel. From 
this interpretation and because Section 
104 of the Act specifically states that 
enlisted personnel are not included in the 
definition of the term “any officer or 
employe” as used in the title under 
which annual leave is withheld, the War 
Department believes that furloughs with 
pay may be granted to enlisted person- 
nel.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


No Change in Policy on Hawaiian Tour Contemplated—Exchange of correspondence 

“between Maj. Gen. Briant H. Wells, commanding general of the Hawaiian Depart- 
ment, and Maj. Gen. Charles H. Bridges, The Adjutant General of the Army, 
reveals that no change in policy of length of tour in Hawaii is contemplated. 

_. General Wells sent a radia to the Department advising that the Economy bill 
had led a number of officers to seek an extension of their tour. He asked that the 
Department inform him of its desires particularly “in view of correspondence that 
indicates back door communication between officers and chiefs of branches.” 


General Wells’ radiogram follows: 

“The Economy Legislation is influencing a number of officers who did not not 
at prescribed time ask for extension of tour to 3 years and who have in most 
cases received orders assigning them to new stations on mainland to now apply 
for revocating orders and extension of tour. Many other applications are ex- 
pected. No reason given except change of mind and in view of anticipated re- 
duction of pay, allowances, etc. It is disturbing here to be changing policy for 
the benefit of individuals and must be correspondingly disturbing to War De- 
purtment, since it is difficult to measure the advantages to an individual here 
against the possible disadvantages to individuals on the mainland warning 
orders for this department. With only few exceptions all applications for ex- 
tension to 3 years made at prescribed time have been approved. The command is 
trained to know what to expect. It is my recommendation that no change be 
made in existing policy. Should War Department contemplate return to 3 year 
tour with extension to 4 years it is recommended that the policy apply to those 
arriving here after policy igs announced and that existing policy apply to those now 
here. It is believed that this solution will place War Department in position of 
fairness to all and that no individual can have just complaint. In view of cor- 
respondence that indicates back door communication between officers and chiefs 
of branches, it is requested that I be informed of desires of War Department of 
this important matter. I have no desires except to execute War Department 
policies and to prevent miscarriage of same by irregular methods.” 

General Bridges’ reply was as follows: 

“Forward by radio applications for extensions of all officers now under orders 
to return to U. S. and not due to sail this month with your recommendation in 
each case. Approval of requests will depend on status of replacements. No change 
in policy of length of tour in Hawaii is contemplated.”

ive Collins Has Opposition—Down in Mississippi, Representative Ross 
A. Oollins, author of the defeated program for cutting the strength of the Army, 
is having some opposition for reelection. As the Vicksburg Evening Post puts it 
he is “being asked some very embarrassing questions over in the fifth district 
by Sam Witherspoon, candidate for the seat that Ross is occupying.” 

The questions refer to the purchase by Congress of the Vollbehr collection of 
books. To quote further from the Vicksburg newspaper: 

“It seems that Representative Collins made a trip to Germany in the interest 
of this collection prior to its purchase, and after he came back he put on a 
campaign of propaganda throughout the country by sending thousands of letters 
through the mail to educators, teachers and all who might be interested in such 
books. They were asked to get behind their representatives and urge them to pass 
the bill authorizing the purchase of the Vollbehr collection. 

“Mr. Witherspoon has asked Representative Collings to explain his keen in- 
terest in the purchase of the collection. He asks why a suit for $70,000 was filed 
in Washington by certain parties for alleged services in lobbying the book-purchas- 
ing bill through Congress. 

“Mr. Witherspoon wants to know why, if the transaction was legitimate, it 
was necessary to employ professional lobbyists to put the bill over.” 

. “Anyway,” the Vicksburg newspaper says, “we await with interest the reply 
Representative Collins makes to the absorbing question asked by his opponent in 
the race for Congress over in the fifth district.”

Construction of President’s Summer Camp—aA letter to the Democratic leader of 
the House, Representative Henry T. Rainey, answering an inquiry as to the con- 
struction of the President’s summer camp on the Rapidan, was made public by 
the Secretary of the Navy this week. 

In his letter Secretary Adams deciared that although the major part of the 
labor of erection of the cabins at the camp was performed by Marines, the entire 
project was accomplished at no expense to the Government. The Marines would 
not otherwise have been employed, and the work was substituted for the ordinary 
training they would have been given elsewhere, the Secretary said. Legislation 
authorizing the construction of a camp at Government expense and an offer by the 
State of Virginia to build a lodge, were refused by President Hoover, Secretary 
Adams declared, but this was refused, because of the expense involved. With 
his own funds, however, the President, bought the plot of land on which the camp 
is now located and the materials used in its construction. He has offered to 
transfer the title of the camp to the Conservation and Development Commission of 
Virginia for use of future Presidents, Secretary Adams said. 

The letter denied that Marines had been used to construct a road to the 
camp. At one time, it was said, an Army Engineer regiment was employed for 
a few weeks in surfacing two or three miles of the road. This cost the Federal 
Government nothing, Secretary Adams said, as the work was part of the regi- 
ment’s annual road building exercise and had they not been employed as they 
were they would have been occupied in road construction at some other point. 


Change Army School Courses—There have been some changes in the schedule of 
Army, School Courses for this fiscal year since it was.complied by the office of the 
Adjutant General (published in the Army and Navy Journal of March 19, 1932). 
The Troop Officers course for National Guard and Reserve Officers at Ft. 
Riley, Kans., originally scheduled for March 9 to June 17, 1933, has been changed 
to Feb. 27 to May 26, 1933. Also the Advanced Course for National Guard and 
Reserve ‘Officers at Ft. Riley has been changed from April 27 to June 17, 1933, 
to 15 to May 26, 1983. 
the,Army Dental School, two courses for Enlisted specialists of the Regular 
Army Senta Hygienists, Jan. 2 to April 28, 1933, and Dental Mechanics, Jan. 2 
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to June 29, 1933) have been combined into one nine months’ course to run from

Army Retirements—Official announcement was made in Special Orders this week 
of the retirement of Maj. Gen. Roderick L. Carmichael, former chief of finance, on 
July 31. General Carmichael had reverted to his rank of Colonel following the 
expiration of his tour as Chief of Finance last Spring, but is entitled to retire with 
the rank of major general. His retirement was for disability incurred in line of 
duty. 

General Carmichael was born in South Carolina in 1872 and entered the Mili- 
tary Academy from that State, graduating in 1897 when he was commissioned in 
the Infantry. He served successively in the Infantry, Artillery, Quartermaster 
Corps, Coast Artillery Corps, Field Artillery and then the Finance Department, of 
which he became chief in April of 1928. During the World War General Car- 
michael served as a Colonel of Field Artillery. 

Col. Clement C. Whitcomb, MC, upon his own application after more than 32 
years’ service, was this week ordered retired effective Aug. 31, 1932. Colonel Whit- 
comb was born in Maine, Sept. 16, 1868, so would have reached the statutorary 
age of 64 this September. He was graduated with the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine from the Medical School of Maine in 1891. He entered the service as a con- 
tract surgeon in 1900 and was made a surgeon in the regular army the following 
year. He was made a captain of the Medical Corps in 1906 rising through the 
grades, becoming a colonel of the National Army during the War. 


Lt. Col. John P. Terrell, AC, upon his own application was this week ordered 
retired from active service effective Sept. 30, after more than 34 years’ service. 
He retires with the rank of colonel, which rank he held in the World War. Colonel 
Terrell was born in New York in 1880. He was appointed to the Military Academy 
and upon graduation in 1902 was commissioned in the Artillery. Following the 
War he reverted to the rank of major in the Regular Army becoming a lieutenant 
colonel in 1925. He hoids the distinguished Service Medal. His name is on the 
initial General Staff Corps Eligible List. 

Maj. Francis J. Baker, FD, upon his own application was this week ordered re- 
tired Aug. 31 after more than 36 years’ service. Major Baker, who was born in 
Illinois in 1871, entered the service as a private in Co. D, 11th Infantry, in 1895, 
becoming a corporal and sergeant and later a paymaster clerk and a pay clerk. He 
was commissioned a second lieutenant in the Quartermaster Corps in 1916. During 
the World War he served as a captain and then as a major. After the War he 
was transferred. to the Finance Department. 

Capt. Howard Sallee, QMC, was ordered retired July 31 for disability incident 
to the service. Captain Sallee was born in Kentucky in 1874. He entered the Marine 
Corps serving as a Corporal from 1894 to 1896 in which latter year he enlisted in 
Co. D, 8th Infantry, serving in non-commissioned grades in that organization and 
later in Battery K, 6th Artillery; Co. C, 2nd Infantry. During the World War 
he served as a captain in the Quartermaster Section of the Officers Reserve Corps.

No Ordnance Day Demonstrations This Fall.—It has been determined between the 
Army Ordnance Association and the War Department that the Ordnance Day 
Demonstration held each Fall at Aberdeen Proving Ground will not be given this 
Fall. It is emphasized, however, that this will not be taken as precedent and 
that the demonstrations, which have become a much-looked-forward-to event among 
the citizen as well as the military population, will be resumed the following year. 

The reason is one of economy. While the demonstrations represent virtually 
no additional expense to the government because the ammunition expended is done 
as a part of the normal training, it is not believed that anything should be done 
which might have the appearance of being uneconomical. 


Examinations for Medical Administrative Corps.——An examination of applicants 
for appointment as second lieutenants, Medical Administrative Corps, Regular 
Army, under the provisions of AR 605-25, will be held in the United States and in 
the Philippine, Hawaiian, and Panama Canal Departments from October 17 to 22, 
1932, inclusive. 

Under AR 605-25, appointments are made in the grade o” second lieutenant, 
from enlisted men of the Medical Department, who are cit’zens of the United 
States, between the ages of 20 years and 10 months and 31 years and 10 months, 
who have had 1 year and 10 months’ service therein. Automatic promotions to the 
grade of first lieutenant after 5 years and to the grade of captain after 10 years 
are provided, no higher grades being authorized. 

The Medical Administrative Corps was authorized by the War Department on 
May 13, 1920, and was an outgrowth of the Sanitary Corps of the World War 
period. Its present authorized strength is 72. It was created for the special pur- 
pose of relieving professional officers of the Medical Department of administrative 
duties and the closest parallel to it in the military system is found in the com- 
missioned warrant officers of the Navy.

reserve officer from circularizing candi- 
dates for Congress as to their position 
on national defense or any other 
national question. Such action is not 
only legal but proper. Voters have a 
right to know where candidates stand 
on national questions. True to some 
candidates this is distasteful. They 
know that if stripped of all camouflage 
and hypocrisy they would stand no 
chance of having their constituents 
place them in positions of responsibility. 

So too there is nothing in the law 
which prohibits reserve officers not in 
an active duty status from soliciting or 
receiving political contributions from 
any one, since they, as reserve officers, 
do not fall within any of the classes 
mentioned in Section 208, above. As 
reserve officers they are neither Senators 
or Representatives in or Delegates or 
Resident Commissioners to Congress, nor 
eandidates for or individuals elected to 
any such positions. Nor are they of- 
ficers or employees of the United States 
since Section 372, above, expressly ex- 
cepts them from that category. Since 
they are receiving no salary or com- 
pensation for services from the United 
States, manifestly they do not fall 
within the class of persons “receiving 
any salary or compensation for services 
from money derived from the Treasury 
of the United States.” 

What then was the underlying reason 
for the inaccuracies, to put it mildly, 
contained in Mr. Collins’ remark? What 
object did he hope to accomplish? Is it 
possible that the remarks may have 
been prompted by ulterior motives and 
designed to carry forward the program 
of ham-stringing our national defense, 
to the end that both as to boring from 
within and foes from without, our nation 
may be rendered impotent? 





Appreciation of General Pershing 
By COL. EMIL SELLIGER 

Translated from the “Neues Wiener 
Journal,” issue of April 18, 1932, under 
the title “John Pershing,” The Unac- 
knowledged Savior of the Entente.” 

“La Russie est morte—vive |l’Amer- 
ique!” This was the cry of despair and 
hope which now exactly fifteen years 
ago, in April 1917, vibrated through an 
already terribly weakened France. The 
outerly dazzling Nivelie was engaged in 
sacrificing a hundred thousand French 
soldiers to his insane fancy of breaking 
through the German line and acquiring 
the epithet of “the bloody.” People and 
army were seized by defeatism as by an 
epidemic. Mutinies in many regiments, 
among others in the Russian auxiliary 
corps, had to be suppressed by hundreds 
of executions. The Germans at that 
time had only to push forward and, as 
the French confess, they would have 
marched into Paris without a battle. 
Nivelle was displaced, and his successor, 
Petain, held the situation by a mere 
thread. And then resounded in the ex- 
hausted western republic the shout of 
deliverance : “The Americans are com- 
ing.” 

Beyond the ocean, in Washington, a 
world historical event had taken place 
in those April days so fateful for the 
Allies. In the presence of Woodrow 
Wilson and the head of the War Depart- 
ment, Newton C. Baker, stood General 
John Pershing, sun-tanned, a conscious 
man of action, a front officer from head 
to foot, summoned by telegraph from the 
Scene of disturbance in Mexico to appear 
at the White House. “The Administra- 
tion has appointed you, the lowest in 
point of seniority among all the generals 
to be considered, as commander-in-chief 
of the American Expeditionary Force in 
Europe,” the President informed him. 
“It is imperative that you select your 
Staff and leave for France without de- 
lay.” “Where is the American Expedi- 
tionary force,” asked the innocent gen- 
eral, dumbfounded. “It will follow you 
as soon as possible,” explained - Secre- 
tary of War Baker. 

Searcely three weeks later the “Gen- 
eral without an Army” makes his entry 
into Paris. If Mars in persén had driv- 
en along the streets of the metropolis, 
So defeatist the day before, he could not 
have been cheered by the people more 
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enthusiastically. But with a clear 
glance Pershing recognized the situation 
at once. England as well as France at 
the end of their resources; without a 
great, well trained and independently 
led American army, Germany would be 
the victor. 

The American saw before him an un- 
precedented task. Knowing what he 
had to do, the armyless general made a 
practical calculation: It would take at 
least a year to produce results in a situ- 
ation already bordering on the catas- 
trophic. With truly American vastness 
he set to work. Every influence of 
French and British superior wisdom re- 
bounds against his hard will. And into 
every phase of the war, as hitherto con- 
ducted on French soil, roared Yankee 
energy; piers and docks, depots, ware- 
houses, camps, railways, factories, auto- 
mobile parks, drill grounds, were amer- 
icanizing the face of France so deeply 
scored by the war, and providing space 
and base for an army of millions of 
American soldiers to follow. Hundreds 
of steamers flying the stars and stripes, 
thousands of trucks and locomotives to- 
gether with personnel were now, at the 
eleventh hour, being sent to the rescue 
from the United States. American in- 
dustrialists and business men were re- 
placing bureaucratized generals and offi- 
cials and, empowered by Pershing, with 
an iron broom were sweeping traditional 
red tape from the bureaus and posts of 
command. Obstacles without number 
piled up in the way of the American 
commander-in-chief. The greatest of the 
difficulties proved to be the tactical 
training of the long procession of troops 
then being transported across the ocean, 
the strategical instruction of his subor- 
dinate officers and getting them accus- 
tomed to the hell of the great war which 
was exercising its destructive power 
with downright “metatechnical” weap- 
ons. In this connection Pershing solved 
a problem such as perhaps had never 
before confronted the mind and will of 
a commander-in-chief. 

However—even he could not produce 
miracles. And so his systematic titan 
work aroused the impatience of those 
narrow optimists by profession who had 
been expecting America to save the En- 
tente over night, as it were. The most 
unsatisfied with Pershing’s leadership 
was seen to be Clemenceau, war minister 
and president of the council of ministers 
in exhausted France. He was continual- 
ly snorting into the ears of Foch, the 
supreme commander, by word of mouth 
x in reserved orders: “Pershing has 
had in mind primarily an ‘independent 
American army.’ Can’t you see that 
with his hypertrophied general staff he 
wants to proceed according to his own 
sweet will, without regard for us and 
French jeadership? Do be more strict 
with him, instead of continually giving 
in to all his special wishes. Let Per- 
shing feel that he is your subordinate, 
as in fact the common task demands. 
It is only your yielding that holds his 
troops back so long and causes our hor- 
rible losses. And the English and espe- 
cially we French have to make up for 
this deficiency. You will get nothing 
out of Pershing by mildness, so try the 
sharper tone. If you continue to hesi- 
tate, I will ask President Wilson to 
make clear to the General his point of 
view, and if the latter remains head- 
strong to put another in his place.” 

In fact, even as late as Oct. 21, 1918, 
as Pershing was already beginning to 
win enormous successes, Clemenceau 
wrote Foch in an “express” letter: “As 
president of the council of ministers, 
war minister and constitutional com- 

mander of the French army, may I have 
a word to say regarding the insufficient 
use being made of the American troops? 
The stubbornness of General Pershing 
is primarily to be attributed to your 
lamb-like patience, I, Clemenceau, there- 
fore demand that in case your gentle 
ness bears no better fruit, that you hesi- 
tate not a minute longer but appeal to 
President Wilson.” But even the spit- 
ting and snarling of the Tiger, which 
naturally came to his ears, failed to dis- 
turb Pershing in the least. He pre- 
served his independence in every re- 
spect ; he neither let the fresh American 
troops be distributed as “stopgaps”

“But to his intimate comrades and 
friends he was something more than 
citizen and military commander. To 
them he was a true friend, a strong yet 
modest and retiring comrade, a stalwart, 
upstanding Christian gentleman whose 
unblemished character may well be emu- 
lated by his day and generation and by 
those who shall come after him. 

“Added to these virtues were those of 
devoted husband, father and kinsman 
in whose sterling qualities of character 
his family and posterity may take just 
pride. .

Your tasks are completed, your 
last battle won! At your present post 
of honor let us who still carry on pass 
in review and attempt to emulate your 
sterling virtues.

Lt. Col. John J. Burleigh, Inf., USA, 
died suddenly June 29, 1932, at the Mar- 
tinique Hotel, Washington, D. C 

Colonel Burleigh served as a mem- 
ber of the 13th Company, Artillery Corps, 
from Aug. 21, 1901, to Oct. 10, 1903, 
when he accepted appointment as sec- 
ond lieutenant, 22nd Infantry; promoted 
to first lieutenant, Aug. 16, 1910; and 
captain, July 1, 1916; was a temporary 
major from Aug. 5, 1917, to Aug. 29, 1918, 
and a lieutenant colonel of Infantry, 
USA (emergency), from the latter date 
to Oct. 5, 1919; promoted to major of 
Infantry, Regular Army, July 1, 1920; 
and lieutenant colonel, Oct. 18, 1927. 

He was on the Intial General Staff 
Corps Eligible List: was detailed in 
the General Staff Corps from July 1, 
1922, to May 1, 1926; was an honor 
graduate, School of the Line, in 1921; 
and graduated from the General Staff 
School in 1922 and the Army War Col- 
lege in 1927. 

Upon receiving his commission in the 
Army in 1903. Colonel Burleigh was as- 
signed to duty with the 22nd Infantry 
in the Philippine Islands, where he par- 
ticipated in a number of engagements 
with the insurgents. He later served 
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for a number of years with his regi- 
ment at various stations in the United 
States and at Ft. Davis, Alaska; was 
on recruiting service at Albany, New 
York; inspector of the Militia of Ken- 
tucky, and on temporary duty in the 
Office of the Chief, Division of Militia 
Affairs, Washington, D. C.; and was on 
duty mustering out the National Guard 
at Madison Barracks, N. Y., at the time 
the United States entered the World 
War. 

During the War Colonel Burleigh was 
en recruiting service with the National 
Guard at Governors Island, New York; 
was instructor, Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps, Ft. Niagara, New York; with 
the 61st Infantry at Camp Greene, North 
Carolina, and in France, and also served 
overseas as Director, Field Officers’ 
School, 2nd Corps; Brigade Adjutant, 
63rd Infantry Brigade, 32nd Division; 
Assistant Chief of Staff, G-3, 77th Divi- 
sion, and Chief of Staff of that Divi- 
sion, and was Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Base Section No. 9, Antwerp, Belgium. 
While serving in the American Expe- 
ditionary Forces he participated in the 
Aisne-Marine, Oise-Aisne, and Meuse- 
Argonne major operations, and was on 
the St. Die-Arnould-Inneville Defensive 
Sector. 

Following his return to the United 
States in September, 1919, he was Spe- 
cial Assistant to the Chief, Transporta- 
tion Service, Washington, D. C.; with 
the Military Intelligence Division, War 
Department General Staff; with the Ist 
and 20th regiments of Infantry at Ft. 
D. A. Russell, Wyoming! Instructor of 
the Command and General Staff School, 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., and his last 
assignment was as Assistant Corps Area 
Inspector, Headquarters, 2nd Corps 
Area. 

Colonel Burleigh was awarded the 
Purple Heart in lieu of the Meritorious 
Service Citation Certificate previously 
awarded him for services as Chief of 
Staff, 77th Division, American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, and the French Croix 
de Guerre with Silver Star. 

The records show that Colonel Bur- 
leigh was a highly qualified officer of 
wide experience, excellent professional 
attainments and pleasing personality, 
who was entrusted with many impor- 
tant assignments during his long years 
of faithful service. Well informed and 
thoroughly reliable, he performed the 
various tasks assigned him with charac- 
teristic devotion and efficiency. His 
death is deeply regretted by his former 
associates.

World Shipping Decreases 


The 1932-33 edition of Lloyd’s Register 
Book, reveals that the number and ton- 
nage of existing vessels in the world, in- 
cluding about 520,000 tons of new ships 
afloat and in course of classification, is 
15,494 of 43,347,008 tons. During the 
last twelve months there has been a 
decrease in the steam tonnage owned in 
the world of 961,604 tons, an increase of 
606,944 tons in the motor tonnage, and 
a decrease in the tonnage of sailing ves- 
sels and barges of 42,070 tons, making a 
net decrease of 396,730 tons, in the total 
world tonnage. The countries showing 
the largest increases for the last twelve 
months are:

Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending July 27, as reported by 
the Federal reserve banks, was $2,434.- 
000,000, a decrease of $4,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and an 
increase of $1,496,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week of 1931. 

On July 27 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,422,000,000, a decrease of 
$16,000,000 for the week. This decrease 
corresponds with a decrease of $45,000,-. 
000 in money in circulation and an in- 
crease of $8,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock, offset in part by increases of $36,- 
000,000 in member bank reserve balances 
and $3,000,000 in unexpended capital 
funds, non-member deposits, etc. 

Holdings of bills discounted decreased 
$10,000,000 at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Chicago, $8,000,000 at Cleveland and 
$13,000,000 at all Federal reserve banks. 
The System’s holdings of bills bought 
in’ open market declined $12,000,000, 
while holdings of Treasury certificates 
and bills increased $5,000,000.

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Geneva Results 


No matter what others may believe 
the American delegates to the Disarma- 
ment Conference at Geneva are confident 
that progress has been made and that 
further advances will be gained when 
the conference reconvenes. 

Senator Claude A. Swanson, of Vir- 
ginia, and Norman H. Davis, former as- 
sistant secretary of the Treasury and a 
participant in past arms conferences, 
were scheduled to land in New York 
yesterday from Geneva. Enroute from 
Europe radio dispatches carried their 
views that definite progress has been 
made, 

“The conference,” Senator Swanson 
said, “made substantial achievements in 
the ‘abolition of chemical and bacterio- 
logical warefare and the abolition of all 
bombardment of civil population, limited 
the size of tanks and also limited the 
size of all land artillery. It went on 
record making a specific promise of sub- 
stantial reduction in land, air and naval 
armaments and erected the bureau 
which will continue its work to make 
specific proposals for the accomplish- 
ment of this, following the underlying 
principles of President Hoover’s pro- 
posals. 

“If these promises are fulfilled, I ex- 
pect a substantial reduction of arma- 
ments at the second session of the con- 
ference. All that is needed to achieve 
this is that the nations should comply 
with the concrete promises made. If 
the matter is pushed with vigor and 
force at the second session, military war 
expenditures of all governments will be 
greatly reduced. 

“Besides, the political conditions in 
Europe, I think, are greatly improved 
for the attainment of this purpose. Re- 
parations to be paid by Germany have, 
I believe, been definitely fixed, and the 
amount of reparations for Germany to 
pay will not be changed in any future 
consideration of this question, regard- 
less of what may be done regarding the 
international debts. 

“The present authorities in Germany 
have shown a disposition for cooperation 
and reasonable settlements far greater 
than was expected. The German Gov- 
ernment has been more conciliatory than 
was anticipated. 

“Since last Spring the Government of 
England has become more potential in 
European affairs than heretofore, and 
this works strongly for the betterment 
of peace and a settlement of European 
troubles. I am encouraged at the pros- 
pects of a second conference. 

“Another assuring fact is that those 
who voted against the Benes resolution 
or abstained from voting did so not be- 
cause it went too far for disarmament, 
but because it did not go far enough. 
This is very encouraging. There is a 
strong political element in every country 
of Europe demanding great reduction 
in war expenditures which I believe will 
find strong expression when the confer- 
ence reassembles. 

“The conference continues its work 
during vacation, through the bureau 
composed of the chairman of the delega- 
tions of the leading nations, upon con- 
crete propositions to be submitted later.” 

Speaking of the decisions reached, Mr. 
Davis said: “While these agreements 
Were not sufficient to meet the needs of 
the world today or to satisfy the aspira- 
tions of those Who would substantially 
reduce the burden and menace of exces- 
Sive armaments, the way has been opened 
and prepared by which the work of 
the conference may hereafter proceed to 
4 more rapid and successful achieve- 
ment of its aim. 

“When one considers that it took five 
years of preparatory work before the 
ground could even be prepared for the 
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calling of this general disarmament con- 
ference and compares what has been 
accomplished in the past six months 
with that of the previous five years of 
effort, the progress made is most marked 
and promising. Nations have always as- 
serted the right to arm as they please. 
To change that attitude of mind and 
that policy and to place a limit upon the 
armaments of each and every nation by a 
universal treaty is not a very easy thing 
to do. Bad habits are more difficult to 
get rid of than good ones. 

“The crux of the disarmament prob- 
lem is to reduce and limit world arma- 
ments without reducing the relative se- 
curity of any one nation. That is not a 
simple task, but it is a possible, a prac- 
tical and a necessary thing to do in the 
interest of world peace and progress. 

“The concrete proposal submitted by 

President Hoover for reducing world ar- 
maments by approximately one-third 
without endangering the relative secur- 
ity of any nation gave a real stimulus 
to the conference. It pointed to the fact 
that the most practical way to insure a 
nation agafnst invasion of its territory 
is to reduce the means of attack. 
“ This proposal, somewhat of a shock 
at first to some nations, is after further 
study considered the best means of at- 
taining the end sought. In fact a ma- 
jority of the nations have already ex- 
pressed their approval of the plan and 
agreed to be guided by its principles in 
solving the problems that lie ahead. 

“The first phase of the conference 
ended in a taking of stock which was em- 
bodied in a resolution commonly termed 
the Bene’s resolution. The American 
delegation accepted this resolution be- 
cause it expressed the maximum possible 
agreement between fifty-six powers. 

“At the present stage, nevertheless, 
the American delegation, as well as a 
majority of other delegations, would 
have preferred to find a larger common 
denominator.”

among the weakened French and Eng- 
lish divisions nor did he think of giving 
up what he recognized to be necessary : 
the independence of his armies in tac- 
tical and strategical employment. In 
this manner his army, in the decisive 
phase of the war, took its place as one 
on an equal footing with the main Allies. 
Each of his thirty-six divisions, in fact, 
because of its double strength of effec- 
tives, was rated equal to two French or 

English divisions. 

Then, in the middle of September, 
1918, Pershing realized that the moment 
had come to put an end to the war. 
And he showed himself, in his mastery 
of the whole problem, more clear-sighted 
than Foch. For against the will of the 
supreme commander, who appraised the 
American’s plan as merely “procrasti- 
nating side activity,” he hurled his main 
force against the German “thorn in the 
French flesh,” the deeply protruding 
sector and bridge-head of St. Mihiel. 
Here for four years the strength of 
Germany, in common with Austro-Hun- 
garian divisions, had withstood every 
offensive of the French. The superior 
strength of the fresh, American troops 
were at last too much for the wearied 
troops of the Central Powers, which in 
spite of their gallantry were forced 
back. The first large-seale operation of 
the Pershing army was a complete suc- 
cess at one of the most important stra- 
tegical points of the whole front. Ver- 
dun was freed from the menacing en- 
circlement to the south, the zone of 
French forts to the east was again 
closed, the German fortress of Metz lay 
within range of American guns. Thus 
Pershing was in a position, after a few 
days, to have his army wheeled to the 
north, and to bring it northward from 
Verdun into the front for the final offen- 
sive of the gigantic war. 

I have read practically all the worth- 
while war literature of the French and 
English. But my search was in vain: 
I have never found a complete apprecia- 
tion of the decisive services of Pershing 
and his expeditionary force. The tenor 
of all French works is that the final vic- 
tory was wrested by France; that of all 
English works, that thanks for the final 
success are due to England. As a pro- 





fessional military critic who, though a 
former fce of the Entente, has not been 
prevented from writing upon his banner 
the single word, “impartiality,” I deem 
it to be my duty to dedicate to General 
Pershing the laurel leaf of a newspaper 
article: for perhaps, after all, it is he 
who deserves to be named as the real 
victor.

to the statement of Dr. Raymond Buell, 
of the Foreign Policy Association, and 
chairman of the conference, who said 
that parity with Great Britain is ad- 
visable “only if the United States is 
willing to co-operate in applying an 
economic boycott against an aggressor 
state, along the lines of the Capper reso- 
lution.” 

Walter Millis of the New York Herald 
Tribune said that “the attempt to ex- 
ercise ocean-wide economic pressure 
against any power which might dispute 
our interests in any part of the world is 
unfeasible.” 

Mr. Warner’s Air Plan 

A new plan providing that the aggre- 
gate air forces of the world, now num- 
bering 18,000 airplafies and 200,000 men, 
would eventually be reduced by at least 
80 per cent was presented to the Insti- 
tute of Politics by Edward P. Warner, 
former Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
for Aeronautics. 

Mr. Warner’s idea, offered to reduce 
the dangers of aerial bombardment of 
civilian populations, would encourage 
the building of fighting, anti-aggressive 
airplanes. Defining the fighting plane as 
one that accommodates only a one-man 
crew, Mr. Warner proposed that these 
craft be limited to 2,000 pounds, 400- 
horsepower and a wing area of 200 
square feet. 

The number of such defensive fighting 
machines that each nation would have, 
he said, would be fixed in terms of a 
force sufficient to resist the civilian air 
force of the enemy nation. Thus, he de- 
clared, France would find 350 fighting 
planes sufficient to take care of her de- 
fense needs, although she now has 5,000 
airplanes, of which 3,000 are in commis- 
sion.

ver’s plan for arms limitation, so far as 
it affected air power, as “futile” because 
it called for the abolition of bombing 
craft “without giving any inkling of how 
they are to be defined and recognized.” 
Lt. Col. Charles G. Mettler, district 
ordnance officer for the Second Corps 
Area, described the Ameritan organiza- 
tion, which, he said, “appears to be ca- 
pable of bringing to the aid of the na- 
tion, with the greatest simplicity, all the 
military effectives that our population 
can furnish and support.”
